A Peculiar Case 


GAIVBSTON, August 16—A warrant was 


to-day l.sued by U S Commissioner Spann 
for the arrest of John Ireland, governor o 
Texas, for violating section 5,510 ot the re- 
vised statute** of the United States. Kml 
Francero, upon whose deposition tho warran 
was Issued, was convicted In 1600 under the 
autl miscegenation statute of Texas and was 
sentenced to five years In the penitentiary.
